ALBERTA STOCK RAISING, 


What Dr, Frevm Thinks of the Present 
and Future of Alborta’s Industries, 


Dr. Fream, agricultural editor of the 
London Morning Post and professor ef the 
College of Agneculture, Downton, Salis- 
bary, England, who recertly arrived here 
from London, England, returned on Mon 
day from a trip to the coast. On his way 
out he made a stay at Calgary and drove 
To a 


over a goodly portion of Alberta. 
Cali reporter Dr. Fream said he was much 
impressed with the growth of Calgary since 
his last visit, several fine stone buildings 
having been erected, giving the place a 
solid and permanent aspect. Speaking of 
the cattle trade D, Fream suid that it was 
growing rapidly and thought that in the 
near future the export trade from the 
Northwest to England would reach very 
extensive proportions. He says that Al- 
berta has an advantage over the Argen- 
tine Hepublic—the present source of a 
Jarge part of the British meat supply 
—as it is impossible to ship cattle from 
the latter place to England as from Al- 
berta, and consequently Alberta must 
when able to suppiy the demand, secure 
the lioa’s share of this trade, On enquiry 
Dy, Fream ascertained that the freight on 
a full grown anicsal from Calgary to Liver- 
pool amounts to $30, at which figure Dr, 
Fream thinks Northwest cattle can be pro- 
fitably placed in the English market. Dr. 


Fream, however, is of the opinion that the 
cattle raisers should infuse now blood into 
their herds by importing ienilang strains 
from the Old Country, He fears that 
some of the ranchmen are breeding in too

“CORRESPONDENCE. —

Committee of the Citizens Fall Rave 
Meeting, and acting on instructions con- 
veyed in a resolution passed by that com- 
mittee, I wish to ocoupy.a few lines of 
your paper in answer to an editoriai 
which appeared in the Macleod Gazette 
of Sept. 13th ‘under the ‘heading 
©The Calgary Races." This article is a 
most atrocions slander and a mere tissue 
of falsehoods. 

As you, Sir, and your readers are fully 
aware the meeting was adecided success 
and ran smoothly with the exception one 
race,—the free for ail trot. Imagine then 
the absurdity ana falseness of this article. 
when you learn that it starts out with the 
unqualified falsehood :—""The fall race 
meeting at Calgary last week was an ut- 
terly disgraceful and crooked affair.’ The 
article throughout is evidently aimed at 


the judges who are accused as follows ;-~ 
“ Horses that fairly won were put back, 
judges were coerced or bullied into giving 
wrong decisions, even if worse charges 
could not be laid against them, and the 
best horse was evidently a little more like- 
ly to lose than win.” 

Certainly a more unjust or groundless 
charge was never made, It is, however, 
in the pretended deseription of the free 
for all trot that the most glaring false- 
hood shows up. 

The article states that Col. Herchmer, 
who acted as a judge on the second day 
had to intervene to prevenc a gross 
fraud, Its words are:--" Although fair- 
ly beaten the other two judges insisted 
upon giving Rosy P. the race. It had 
therefore declared that the mare 
would be given the race under any circum- 
stances. Col. Ilerchmer held out against 
this decision, but it was two to one. He 
finally told the other judges that, unless 
all pools and bets were declared off, he 
would leave the stand and publicly de- 
Nounce them to the crowd.” A greater 
amount of pure falsehood never has been 
crowded into the same number of words, 
Itis perhaps, unnecessary to say more 
than that Col. Herchmer has authorized 
and requested me to say that every word 
in the article about him is false and that 
the writer of the article, or the perso. 
who inspired it is nothing else but a com 
mon liar, He says further, that he agreed 
with the other judges in every decision 
given while he was in the stand and = ex- 
pressess his hearty approval of the way 
the races were conducted. 

When it is remembered that the whole 
charge contained in this remarkable edi-

torial hinges upon Colonel Herchmer's | 


supposed objection to the other judges 
decision, it is unnecessary to refer at any 
length to any of the other numerous 
falsehoods contained therein. 

The writer was evidently very anxious 
to make a charge against the gentleman 
who acted as distance judge, for he 
trumps up most absurd ores. ‘The article 
declares that this gentleman dropped the 
flag before receiving a signal from the 
stand and turthermore that he de- 
clared Bob distanced in the first heat. 
As a matter of fact the flag was dropped 
onasignal given from the stand ab 
the judge did not declare the horse dis. 
tanced. As to the judge acknowledging 
that there was no signal from the stand 
that is all humbug, as the signal was 
given and Bob was distanced beyond the 
shadow ofa doubt. As, however, the 
public wish appeared to be that Bob 
should be admitted to the subsequent 
heats the judges waived the discnce. 
Tho Gazette also mentions another re- 
vised decision which was not given. It 
says the judges decided to take off Bob's 
driver after the second heat, and giving 
away to public opinion again, reversed

their decision. It was neither decided 
nor # ted that the driver of Bob 
should changed. It was decided to 
change the drivers of W. H. and Rosy 
and one of the judges, Mr. Houston, of 
Kegina, p ed to notify the owners 
of these two horses. Mistaking the 
owner of Bob for the owner of W. H., he 
told him he would have to put up 
another driver. As soon as he found 

Out however that he had been mistaken 

in bis man he explained the mistake and 

it was thoroughly understood. 

The Gazette next states that the post- 
ponement of the final heate until :he last 
day of the meeting was due to the sup- 
posed wish to favor Rosy. It says al- 
though there was daylight enough left to 
trot two or more heats, at the request of 
the owner of Rosy Patchen the race was 

ostponed.” This is a perfect untruth, 
Not only did the owner of Rosy not ask 
for a postponement but he was perfectly 
willing to goon with the race at once 
with a new driver, The Gazette is 
guilty of another mistake or falsehood in 
connection with the tinal heat, stating 
that there was no cause to put W. H. 
back. Asa matter of fact W. H. re- 
peatedly fouled Rosy, being driven | 
| 


| such a way as to prevent the mare pass- 
ing 

The decision to declare all bets and 
pools off was unanimous on the part of 
the judges as it was clearly apparent 
that those interested in some ot the 
horses were guilty of collusion and the 
very worst’ kind of crookedness, The 
| judges for instance had information that 
every method that could be thought of 
to prevent W. HH. beating Bob tie last 
day in case a new driver was put up, had 
been resorted to, Extra washers had 
been put on the axles of the sulky to 
prevent the wheels revolving freely, and 
the horse himself had been gorged with 
bran and water to preveat his doing 
justice to himself. The judges had such 
conclusive proof of crookedness on the 
part of Oregon George and ‘Tom Burns, 
the owners of Bob and W. H., that had 
it been an association track they would 
have felt themselyes not only justitied 
in ruling them off »ssociation tracks ; but 
| compelled to do so. 

There are a few more minor untruths 
which 1 might explain; bat I think I 
have given sufficient to convince the 
public that the article in the Gazette is 
false in all of ite statements and having 
done that !_ consider I have carried out 
the instructions of the committee.
